“David and Lisa” is the sensitive, fas- 
cinating story of two mentally dis- 
turbed adolescents: an overly-pro- 
tected, wealthy, young boy, deathly 
afraid of being touched and a young, 
homeless, unloved girl with a split per- 
sonality. 

David and Lisa, along with the other 
mentally disturbed young people have 
come to Berkly School to receive the 
individual attention each needs from 
its professional staff of psychiatrists 
and therapists. Both David and Lisa se- 
cure the trust and friendship of each 
other, enabling them to overcome 
their handicaps. 

Because of the number and fre- 
quency of scene changes in “David 
and Lisa,” a new type of set for the 
stage was required.
